The prior art of 
record fails to teach or fairly suggestion the combination of delay synchronizing loop, delay 
amount setting voltage generating circuit that synthesizes two or more reference voltages based 
on piece wise linear approximation as called for in claim 4, the combination of delay 
synchronizing loop, delay amount setting voltage generating circuit that synthesizes two or more 
reference voltages, the setting voltage generating circuit is voltage dividing type circuit (claim 
5), or the setting voltage generating circuit is ladder type (claim 6). Therefore, claims 4-6 are 
presently allowed.
